Gran t, an d the facts 
showed what the speaker much regretted — 
th at outsid e of the classiiled service atxmt as 
rapid progress» toward makin g a complete 
chan ge had been mad e os w its practicable. 
There wore, ho said , about 120,000 places un ­ 
d er the govern men t, of which about 58,000 
were chief places. 
Of thoso latter, chan ges 
had been mad e in two years an d live mon ths 
in from 45,000 to 48,000, in volvin g in n early 
every case a rapid clian go in the subord i­ 
n ates. 
The speaker gave man y figures to illustrate 
the scop*» an d sign ifican ce of the chan ges. He 
said that if in the postofflco d epartm en t tlie 
samo rate of chan ge con tin ued d urin g the 
n ext two years as d urin g the past two the 
en tire bod y of past masters, with very few 
exceptioas, would be politically chan ged , an d 
with the postmasters all the employes d e­ 
pen d en t on them. 
Substan tially the whole of this vast an d un i­ 
versally d iffused service, whose smaller offices an » 
the local head quarters of the ad in in istratiou 
party, an d are often given to local ed itor*, whose 
n ewspapers arr thus subsid ized hy the govern ­ 
men t, would have un d ergon e a complete partisan 
recon struct!« *n.

Practicaliy, I repeat, then * has been a very 
gen eral partisan recon struction of the n ation al 
d vtl service. 
He then wen t on to say th at while the 
league could n ot charge the presid en t with 
in sin cerity or in d ifferen ce, still it must in* 
just to itself, an d it would n ot be so if it d id 
n ot “plain ly an d emphatically d eclare that it 
d oes n ot regard the ad m in istration , howevor 
worthy' of respect an d con fid en ce for man y 
reason s, as in an y strict sen se of the word s a 
civil service reform ad m in istration .”

Very 
recen tly it has been osten tatiously an d flagran tly 
d efied in Baltimore, an d , should should the d efi­ 
an ce pass un remarked , the circular may be re­ 
gard ed as withd rawn . 
Reports were then heard from the various

an d hold the rule ad opted in private busin ess 
a good on e in public busin ess—that compe­ 
ten cy, fid elity', an d good behavior alon e d e­ 
cid e the ten ure; call upon the d ifferen t state 
association s to urge the ad option of the merit 
system in state appoin tmen ts where it d oes 
n ot n ow obtain an d to watch its en forcemen t 
where it d oes; resolve that the association s 
con tin ue to require can d id ates for office to 
“come out” plain ly on the question whether 
they are for or again st civil service reform os 
the league ad vocates it.

W ork and L en g th of Life. 
Before the day s of science and statistics 
It was very well known that the char­ 
acter of a man’s work and tho conditions 
under which lie has to lalx>r make a real 
difference in the length of life to which he 
may fairly look forward. 
But in spite of 
the increased attention paid to subjects of 
this kind during the last few y ears, very 
few people really recognize how powerful 
for good and evil these influences are, 
and they will lie astounded at the figures 
contained in the paper read by Mr. Hum­ 
phrey before the Statistical society . 
The 
results of his investigations went to show 
that in spite of its mental and moral anx­ 
ieties the life of a clergy man (taking the 
term in its broadest sense) is the health­ 
iest. 
Taking 100 to represent the aver­ 
age death rate between the ages of 25 and 
00 the rate among the clergy is only a 
little more than half, or 55. 
Passing to the other extreme wo find 
that the mortality is heaviest among 
servants employ ed in inns and hotels, the’ 
proportional rate upon them standing at 
220. 
Four of them die for one in the 
class above, and though late hours, hurry 
and* excitement, and the temptations to 
excess which beset them might well have 
led us to expect a very decided difference 
in their liability to fatal disease, so enor­ 
mous a disparity could hardly have been 
anticipated.

gardeners and 
agricultural laborers come next in health­ 
iness to the clergy , and after them follows 
A wide gap,., Hie death rate among them 
standing at 70, ab- compared with 183 
among the miners* of Cornwall, while 
'London laborers suffer i more severely

ness of the country y ear by < y ear, 
but our success » » dearly unequal. With 
sop|e callings and occupations it is hope­ 
less to look for any great improvement,

ordinary ty pe the pelican fish, which was 
dredged up fremi » depth of a mile and a 
half off the coast of Morocco, not far 
from the Canary Islands. 
T his fish, 
which differs widely from any previous 
known ty pe, presents a most extraordi­ 
nary development of the mouth. 
The 
jaws are extremely large, and the floor 
of the lower jaw is formed of a very ex­ 
tensible skin, which, when filled with 
food, constitutes a sort of pouch like that 
of the pelican ; it is probable that thè first 
stages of the digestion of the food m a y be 
carried on in th is cavity, as the stomach 
is very sm all. 
T he fin s are hardly less 
rem arkab le th a n th e jaw s. 
The jiectoral 
fin s are very rud im en tary, w h ilst the dor­ 
sal an d th e ven tral are each co n stituted 
by a ran g e of free d etached spines.
